Organization of Journal: 

The resumes provide 
descriptions of each document and abstracts of their content. Resumes appear in a “Document 
Section” and are numbered sequentially by an accession number beginning with a prefix ED 
(ERIC Document). The indexes appear in an “Index Section” and provide access to the Resumes 
by Subject, Personal Author, Institution, and Publication Type.

The COM edition contains all five 
of the indexes in the printed edition. The first acces- 
sion in each issue of RIE is the issue itself. In this 
way, the monthly microfiche collection for each 
issue is immediately preceded by a microfiche 
index to that collection. This practice began with 
the RIE issue for May 1979.

The Social Network Study was conducted in 
1996 as part of a larger research project that looked 
at the experience of men and women with different 
racial, ethnic, educational backgrounds, and career 
paths in the Philadelphia labor market. Data were 
gathered through a survey focused on the relation- 
ship between work experience, training, and the 
people and organizations that welfare recipients use 
as resources to find jobs and educational programs. 
Questionnaires were collected from 338 people cur- 
rently enrolled in nine training programs or com- 
munity colleges. The study found that the majority 
of the respondents had completed high school or a 
high school equivalency program, had extensive 
work experience, and had worked in a variety of 
mostly lower-level jobs. Work experience varied 
dramatically across race, nationality, gender, edu- 
cation, and marital status. About 83 percent had

attended a training program, with more persons of 
color than whites attending. Conclusions of the 
study included the following: (1) the population on 
public assistance is very diverse; (2) the low-wage 
and welfare populations are largely interchange- 
able, depending on who currently has employment; 
(3) combining work, training, and appropriate 
social supports works best; (4) a high school 
diploma or equivalent is an essential first step to 
escape poverty; (5) different kinds of training work 
best for different populations; (6) enriching social 
networks through mentoring or buddy programs 
helps some people improve their situations; and (7) 
policy makers need to work with nonprofit subcon- 
tractors to design appropriate evaluation procedures 
and incentive structures.

Between 1985 and 1995, the progress of adult 

education in Canada was largely influenced by the 

restructuring of the economy and the job market; 
the changing nature of the state; the media and new 
information and communication technologies; and

social and cultural change. Adult participation in 
education and training increased from 19 percent in 
1983 to 28 percent in 1994. These were priority 
areas: job-related training; those who receive gov- 
ernment assistance; customized training; literacy 
and basic education; and life and work. Awareness 
of the nature of literacy grew, and involvement in 
promoting literacy grew significantly. Advances in 
areas such as access to postsecondary education and 
lifelong learning showed how training and adult 
education can create greater equality among per- 
sons and groups in relation to the development of 
Canadian society. A considerable volume of adult 
education and its funding occurred under federal 
and joint federal-provincial jurisdiction as labor 
market, literacy, and vocational training. Corporate, 
community, trade union, and the private sectors 
were also involved as were libraries, museums, and 
community centers. Fields of intervention were 
equal opportunities for women; citizenship, envi- 
ronment, health, and democracy and the informa- 
tion highway; international cooperation; 
cooperation between industrialized countries; 
cooperation for development; and training pro- 
grams. Lifelong learning is a key for entering the 
next century.

In 1999, 157,800 overseas students studied in 

universities, vocational education and _ training 


(VET) institutions, schools, and other education 
and training organizations in Australia. Some 20 
percent of all overseas students undertook VET pro- 
grams; of these, 55 percent were enrolled with pro- 
viders in the public VET sector.

A survey of Tennessee residents ascertained their 
attitudes about education issues The survey was 
conducted by telephone using a computer-assisted 
telephone interviewing system with a random-digit- 
dialing-based sample.

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Previous research findings were used in this 
study to develop and compare categories of the 
commonly used tactics and motives of sexually 
aggressive college women and men. In the collabo- 
rative work, 43% of the men and 26% of the women 
said they had perpetrated at least one act of sexual 
persistence. Based upon the reports of sexual tar- 
gets, sexually aggressive women were less exploit- 
ative than males. Women were less likely to lie, 
purposefully get a man drunk for sex, or use a high 
level of physical force.

In this study the efficacy of the Minnesota Mul- 
tiphasic Personality Inventory 2 (MMPI-2) was 
examined with a Colombian college student popula- 
tion. It was projected that the participants would 
have elevated scales related to psychological dis- 
tress, marginality, and poor morale, given the cur- 
rent socio-political climate in Columbia. 
Participants were university students (men=21; 
women=54) from Bogota, Columbia. Similarities 
and differences between male and female partici- 
pants were examined on the Spanish version of the 
MMPI-2. Three conclusions can be drawn from the 
results. First, women were more likely to present 
issues related to interpersonal relationships and 
physical/somatic complaints, suggesting they are 
more internally conscious. Second, men were more 
likely to repress feelings related to anger and hostil- 
ity and to report a sense of disconnectedness or 
alienation towards society, implying internalized 
anger and frustration. Third, differences were found 
on two of the traditional clinical scales; women 
obtained higher scores on the Masculinity Feminin- 
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ity and Psycopathic Deviant scales. These elevated 
scores suggest a more non-traditional sex role atti- 
tude in females than their male counterparts, and 
possible adaptive features to the stress related to 
their enrollment at the university or their ability to 
manage stress within Colombian society. (JDM) 
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Until recently, the countries of Eastern Europe 
and the former Soviet Union appeared to have 
escaped the worst of the AIDS epidemic. In 1994 
there were 30,000 reported HIV infections, but by 
the end of 1997 the number had climbed to 190,000. 
The theory of planned behavior (TPB) for explana- 
tory utility among young adults and their use of 
condoms was examined for its ability to predict stu- 
dent behavior. The AIDS Planned Behavior Scale 
was translated into Russian and administered to 329 
students at the University of Vilnius, Lithuania. The 
results highlight the limited cross-cultural utility of 
the theory of planned behavior for predicting con- 
dom use among young adults. Interventions to 
increase condom use among sexually active Lithua- 
nians should focus on changing attitudes, which 
may be accomplished by changing norms concern- 
ing condom use. Developing skill-building pro- 
grams designed to improve the mechanics of 
condom use among young adults, and the associated 
self-efficacy, will effectively increase condom use 
and reduce sexually transmitted diseases. The data 
demonstrated that providing basic condom use 
instruction is an essential condition to effective 
changes in social norms and attitudes towards con- 
doms in Lithuania.

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Career counseling of college students requires 
utilization of information that considers a student's 
degree of comfort in an academic setting as well as 
their academic performance. The relationship 
between the Learning Environment Scale of the 
1994 Strong Interest Inventory and the iwelve 
scales of the College Student Inventory (CSI) was 
examined using data obtained from 115 first year 
students at a large Midwestern university. These 
students were recruited to participate in a program 
to enhance their academic performance and pro- 
mote their career exploration. While the Learning 
Environment Scale offered valuable information, 
the findings suggest that it may not be an accurate 
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indicator of academic comfort for first year college 
students. The College Student Inventory may be the 
more valid measure of academic comfort for this 
population.

Concern over the shortage of K-12 licensed 
school counselors prompted Minnesota state law- 
makers to undertake a study to determine the cur- 
rent status of their licensed school counselors. The 
Counselor Assessment Study was conducted to 
gather information on four issues: (1) the recom- 
mended counselor to student ratios and the costs of 
meeting these ratios; (2) the alternative strategies 
for collaboration to provide counseling services to 
pupils; (3) the mechanisms to strengthen collabora- 
tion between school districts and local colleges in 
providing information and experiences to pupils 
and (4) suggestions for meeting the needs of pupils 
for counseling that focus on academic and career 
planning. The greatest concern voiced by school 
counselors was the need to lower the student/coun- 
selor ratio. Also, most counselors reported that they 
do not have a job description, and tasks assigned to 
them are often non-counseling related. One recom- 
mendation that came from the study was to have 
students develop a career plan early in the elemen- 
iary grades that it can be expanded upon during the 
secondary school years.

It was also 
hypothesized that regardless of their attitudes 
toward the work environment, the more introverted 
students would be less comfortable in sharing per- 
sonal problems than extraverted students. A ques- 
tionnaire was administered to 100 students enrolled 
in an introductory psychology class to assess their 
work ability during periods of personal problems; 
comfort level regarding work environment and co- 
workers; and measurements of extraversion taken 
from the Eysenck Personality Inventory Scale. 
Most respondents (84%) reported feeling forced to 
ignore personal issues while at work, but the major- 
ity (88%) felt this to be a reasonable expectation.

This roundtable offered a springboard for discus- 
sion on homophobia in the workplace in four major 
areas: education, industry, mental health, and pub- 
lic service. In the discussion on education, gay, les- 
bian, and bisexual (GLB) college students explored 
ingrained attitudes and beliefs that impact their col- 
lege life. Other issues explored in academia were 
job safety, curricula, coming out, and the impact of 
institutional homophobia. Homophobia in the cor- 
porate world considered strategies to help GLBs 
throughout their careers. Gay professional athletes 
explored the obstacles in professional sports for gay 
men to come out, the employment obstacles for gay 
men (such as coaching jobs), and their thoughts 
about being constrained to the closet. Homophobia 
in the helping professions examined the prejudicial 
attitudes of mental health professionals regarding 
GLBs and the impact on service delivery. It also 
addressed the issues GLB ethnic minority therapists 
face including training and supervision needs, 
countertransference, and boundary concerns. In the 
public service field, a discussion was held on the 
effects that police force homophobia can have on 
both the force and the public. Sexual minorities dis- 
cussed their experiences working for religious orga- 
nizations and the strategies for coping with 
discrimination. (Lists 22 web sites and 103 refer- 
ences.)

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The lack of research on college students’ involve- 
ment in the management and decision-making in a 
department led to an information search on these 
issues. Specifically, the researcher looked at 
whether or not it was a good idea to involve students 
in a department of psychology's decisions. Student 
involvement requires both student and faculty time. 
Before committing the time, the benefits need to be 
considered. To gather preliminary information on 
student opinions about their involvement, members 
of Psi Chi at one university surveyed advanced psy- 
chology students (N=18) to rate whether they 
should be involved in decision making and planning 
in 13 areas. Student opinion suggested that students 
might be more confident in the contributions made 
by members of Psi Chi than individual majors. One 
benefit of involving students may be to heighten 
their awareness of departmental policy and sensitiv- 
ity to dilemmas facing departments. Student 
involvement in departmental decisions may require 
special attention to confidentiality and other ethical 
issues.

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This paper examines the subversion of teacher 
authority in children's literature.

This paper explores the concept of “at-riskness” 

as defined by Head Start and elementary school pro- 

fessionals who work together in the same building. 

Using Bruner's (1996) idea of “folk theories,” the

interaction is essential to learning to read; (4) Read- 
ing and writing develop together; (5) Reading 
involves complex thinking; (6) Environments rich 
in literacy experiences, resources, and models facil- 
itate reading development; (7) Engagement in the 
reading task is key in learning to read; (8) Chil- 
dren's understandings of print are not the same as 
adults’ understandings; (9) Children develop phone- 

mic awareness and knowledge of phonics through a 

variety of literacy opportunities, models, and dem- 

onstrations; (10) Children learn successful reading 
strategies in the context of real reading: (11) Chil- 
dren learn best when teachers—and tutors—employ 

a variety of strategies to model and demonstrate 

reading knowledge, strategy, and skills, (12) Chil- 

dren need the opportunity to read, read, read; and 

(13) Monitoring the development of reading pro- 

cesses is vital to student success. Includes “terms to 

know.” (NKA) 
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Tutoring teenagers is as much about building self 
confidence as teaching skills. This paper states that 
teenagers who have disengaged from reading prob- 
ably had difficulty learning to read in the primary 
grades. According to most research, at this critical 
age, they missed the pleasure of getting lost in a 
story or discovering new information in books. The 
paper finds that, by their teenage years, reading 
becomes a school-imposed activity. It asks tutors to 
think of tutoring as awakening a young person to 
the expansive world of print information, literature, 
and the infinite possibilities of reading, writing, and 
talking. And it provides 14 questions for tutors to 
consider as they prepare for their unique tutoring 
situation, questions such as the following: What 
choices can you give students? What strategies 
encourage independence and engagement? How 
can you build confidence and pride? How can con- 
versation develop literacy skilis? and How can you 
incorporate reading aloud in tutoring sessions?

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At Bank Street College of Education, the Chil- 

dren's Book Committee annually reviews approxi- 

mately 3,000 books to select the 600 or so 
considered the best books for children published 
that year. In selecting books, high priority is given 
to a book's appropriateness to a child's stage of 
emouonal, social, and cognitive development 
Since individual children's development is highly 
variable, the guidelines are just guidelines. Three- 
and four-year-old children are very egocentric and 
their thinking is concrete. The world they experi- 
ence is the only world that exists. It is important that 
picture books have an equal partnership between 
words and pictures, with each element enhancing 
the other. Children expand their knowledge of the 
world through books. Many books that appeal to 
preschool children will also be of interest to kinder- 
gartners and first graders because they can view 
them with new eyes. Their thinking is less egocen- 
tric than preschoolers but still very concrete. They 
are leaving a world seeped in fantasy for a world of 
reality. Schoolwork changes from play-based leara- 
ing to more structured academics. Five- and six- 
year-olds are also ready for more complex concept 
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books. Second and third graders are reality based. 
They can understand that beyond their personal 
experience, people and things exist. Children this 
age are also interested in sharing stories about the 
past, especially a past that can be linked to the 
child's present. Reading aloud to children not only 
creates a bond between reader and listeners, but is 
also the best way of instilling a lifelong love of 
books and literature. (Lists 61 recommended books 
listed by readers’ age level.)

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Games and word activities give children another 

way to integrate their learning and reinforce their 

literacy skills. They provide different and enjoyable 
contexts in which children can apply what they are 
learning.

The paper also notes that at the university in 
question, Ferris State University, affiliated with 
WebCT (a company that provides “integrated e- 
learning systems”), over a third of the faculty have 
Web-assisted courses. So regarding faculty devel- 
opment, the youngest and newest faculty is most 
adept at grasping the use of these new teaching 
technologies. It concludes that, upon entering the 
new millennium, higher education has a host of new 
faculty development challenges and opportunities.

A fifth indicator, 
the role of government, is included. In both nations, 
private schools contribute to stratification and ine- 
qualities in higher education. Women confront sub- 
stantial obstacles in both, though with fewer 
students and educators in higher education, women 
seem worse off in China. Both nations focus heavily 
on science, with Taiwan largely successful, and 
China risks “technocracy” by neglecting the 
humanities and social sciences. In Taiwan, short- 
cycle schools largely promoted equality and indus- 
trialization and are now in decline, while in China, 
short-cycle schools no longer promote greater 
equality even as they proliferate. Centralization in 
both implies ideological controls and pressures in 
education. Although female enrollment is roughly 
equal, China risks losing gains in equality from the 
Mao era. In China, reintroduction of standardized 
entrance exams and the end of guaranteed employ- 
ment promote nepotism and a decline in rural 
schools and women's participation. (Contains 14 
references.)

This digest describes the key elements of Crime 

Prevention Through Environmental Design 

(CPTED). CPTED is based on the recognition that 

the physical environment influences human behav- 

ior. It is different from conventional security mea- 
sures, which many times are based on prohibitions, 
in that it focuses on desired behaviors and attempts 
to solve problems by changing the physical and 
social environment and by reinforcing positive 
behavior. The core elements of CPTED include nat- 
ural surveillance, in which the whole environment 
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can be viewed; natural access control to determine 
who can and cannot enter a facility; and territorial- 
ity, in which an established control is exerted over 
the environment. A CPTED analysis of a school 
evaluates crime rates, office-referral data, school 
cohesiveness and stability, as well as shortcomings 
in school design. Naturally, it is more efficient to 
integrate CPTED during an expansion or new con- 
struction, so it is important to integrate CPTED into 
school planning. When considering a CPTED anal- 
ysis, school officials should look to professionals 
for an assessment. These assessments include crime 
mapping; reports from local police and medical 
centers; surveys of parents, teachers, and students; 
inspection of the campus and its surroundings, and 
an analysis of the surrounding neighborhood.

This digest describes several technologies that 

can be used to control access to, and improve sur- 

veillance of, school grounds. Access can be con- 
trolled by using “smart” cards to control keyed 
entries. Many schools have problems with multiple 
copies of keys, and these card systems are inte- 
grated with computer software that allows for spe- 
cific coding and specific access. Such cards can also 
be immediately canceled in the event of loss or theft 
and can be used to control entrances to parking lots 
and other school property. Another security device, 
metal detectors, can be helpful in ensuring the 
safety of a school but should be employed only in 
those schools where the risk is the highest. These 
detectors are expensive and require additional 
employees to operate the equipment. Another 
option is an alarm system that can be used to detect 
smoke or fire, intruders, and other threats to safety. 

Surveillance equipment is another possibility, and it 

too can vary widely in cost and in sophistication. 

However, even with digital technology, surveillance 

remains more useful as a means of reviewing inci- 

dents rather than in stopping behavior as it occurs. 

Before investing in any system, schools should 

identify the specific problems that need to be 

solved. (RJM)

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This booklet contains the reflections of a lifelong 

educator. It examines American education over the 

last 35 years and focuses on those conditions that 
have most influenced education in the United 

States. The text opens with an analysis of the fam- 

ily, followed by a discussion of various legislative 

initiatives that were intended to nurture all children 
by giving them equal access to health care and edu- 
cation. It asks whether societal values as currently 
construed will advance the goals of formal educa- 
tion. The need to establish an academic work ethic 
to underpin a successful school experience is 
emphasized, along with claims that the content of 
education, particularly the lack of agreement over 
what a high school diploma signifies, must be 
reconstructed so that a common education can be 
guaranteed. The realization that like-named courses 
vary widely in content and expectations must be 
met by imposing some type of standardization, 
based on a standard of excellence. Teachers should 
be at the center of such standards, and the public 
must be willing to provide funds to ensure that all 
students can succeed. Finally, for the future, 
schools must accommodate an increasingly diverse 
population, must reinvigorate democratic educa- 
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tion, and must prepare students to compete ina glo- 
bal economy. (Contains 21 references.) (RJM) 
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This booklet proposes a different approach to 

understanding schools, school change, and why 
attempts at change run into so many difficulties. 
The text is divided into six parts. It examines issues 
in school reform and restructuring and offers what 
is called a Mineralogical Theory of school modifi- 
ability. This theory posits that there are eight types 
of schools, each one correlating to a mineral in its 
degree of openness to change. For example, the 
rusted-iron school has little self-efficacy and scant 
desire for change or even the appearance of change. 
Conversely, a diamond-in-the-rough school is high 
in both its desire for change and appearance of 
change and possesses a perceived self-efficacy. This 
mineralogical theory meshes with the theory of 
context modifiability, which states that the success 
of an intervention program depends not only on the 
program but also on the context in which the pro- 
gram is administered. If, for example, a school is in 
need of restructuring or any other kind of modifica- 
tion, yet is only weakly modifiable, the school must 
first become more modifiable. The booklet offers 
specific strategies for modifiability and presents in 
toto the School Characteristics Inventory, which 
assesses a school's contextual modifiability. (Con- 
tains 33 references.) (RJM) 
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This booklet recounts an educator's musings on 

what education could be for his 2-year-old grand- 

daughter. It describes the shift in pedagogical para- 
digms away from the diagnostic-prescriptive 
approach, with its focus on identification of prob- 
lems and deficiencies, toward education design, 
with its concern for human potential and human dif- 
ferences. The text centers on four ideas: (1) children 

are learning what they are expected to learn; (2) 

diversity and the schools’ approaches to diversity; 

(3) choice and the consequences that arise from 
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choices; and (4) the importance of formulating a 
new design for learning. It examines some of the 
traditional assumptions of education, such as the 
idea that a school's central activity is teaching; the 
purpose of teaching is the acquisition of knowl- 
edge; students should be graded on how well they 
acquire knowledge; all students must acquire the 
same basic knowledge in the same amount of time, 
in the same sequence and combination, and in the 
same place; and the needs of all students can be 
accommodated under one roof. The booklet closes 
with a plea that educators design learning networks 
that incorporate certain premises, such as the notion 
that learning requires feedback on both the applica- 
tion and the acquisition of knowledge. (RJM) 
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This booklet examines the forces that power edu- 
cation today and asks whether parents and educa- 
tors might wish to alter these forces. It states that 
schools, being conservative institutions, retain 
many of their 19th-century characteristics. The text 
notes that although innovations such as textbooks 
and electrification transformed the nature of 
schooling, schools still reflect social preferences, as 
evidenced by their spending more on sports than on 
reading. To overcome the twin pillars of organiza- 
tional rigidity and anti-intellectualism, schools 
must look to successful models. One such example 
is the Chicago Public School System, which bor- 
rowed ideas from Catholic Schools and elsewhere 
to turn around a system that was once denounced as 
the nation's worst school system. Educators must 
closely examine their fiduciary responsibilities and 
look to market economics, such as the axiom that 
cost does not determine price, to help in the rede- 
signing of schools. Educators must also carefully 
examine the technologies that are now available in 
education and use these to improve their institu- 
tions. Namely, with the proper technology in place, 
educators can rapidly assess the effectiveness of 
their schools and can use such evaluations to rein- 
force the three components of performance-driven 
schools: standards, assessments, and consequences.

Survey responses indicated con- 
tinuing support for the use of a specific discrepancy 
formula or approach because this objectivity has 
increased the consistency of identification across 
school districts and limited the number of students 
incorrectly identified as having a learning disability 

(LD). Issues surrounding the use of LD discrepancy 

formulae are discussed and a chart is included that 

indicates LD eligibility criteria for special educa- 
tion in the different states.

It begins 
by explaining the process of intervention. The 
needs of children and youth who are deafblind are 
then discussed in the areas of access to environmen- 
tal information, communication, and social and 
emotional well-being. The primary role of the inter- 
vener is explained as facilitating the access of envi- 
ronmental information usually gained through 
vision and hearing, facilitating the development 
and/or use of receptive and expressive communica- 
tion skills by the individual who is deafblind, and 
developing and maintaining a trusting, interactive 
relationship that can promote social and emotional 
well-being. Specific strategies are listed for accom- 
plishing each of these goals, and recommendations 
for IFSP and IEP program planning tips are pro- 
vided. Intervener training, supervision and support 
are also addressed.

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This final report discusses the activities and out- 
comes of a program at the University of Oregon 
designed to address the ongoing need for leadership 
personnel who are experts with infants, toddlers, 
and preschool-age children who are at risk or have 
disabilities and their families. The program was 
designed to prepare a minimum of 10 doctoral stu- 
dents over a six-year period. Students received 
comprehensive training in 11 competency areas 
including special education, early intervention/ 
early childhood special education, interdiscipli- 
nary team collaboration, assessment/evaluation, 
supervision, clinical skills, program development, 
policy development, instructional skills, research 
and evaluation, and writing/dissemination.

of LATCH-ON (Literacy and Technology-Hands 

On), a literacy program for young adults with Down

quality of life through developing communication 
in written, oral, and visual mediums, and to foster 
wider friendships via literacy and technology. To 
achieve these aims, traditional approaches to liter- 
acy teaching are linked to computer-based learning 
and Internet training. A meaningful learning envi- 
ronment has been established at LATCH-ON 
through three key approaches: activities are real- 
life or life-like, there are genuine outcomes and real 
audiences for the students’ work, and teaching and 
learning activities are shaped to the students’ pur- 
poses. Finally, the program uses teaching strategies 
that incorporate multiple pedagogies. The program 
has resulted in 21 young adults participating in the 
program with six graduating after completing two 
years. Participants have been unanimous about their 
feelings of belonging fostered by the program. The 
students felt that they were accepted for who they 
were and perceived that LATCH-ON provided an 
environment where they could establish and main- 
tain strong friendships. (CR) 
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This report discusses the outcomes of a study that 
used qualitative data to examine the concept of 
attention deficit disorders from an international per- 
spective. Surveys were conducted in two different 
parts of the world (West Virginia and Pakistan) 
among elementary school teachers. Seventy-two 
Pakistani school teachers and 149 American school 
teachers were surveyed. Findings showed a signifi- 
cant difference in percentages of students who are 
perceived as having attention deficit disorder or 
attention deficit hyperactivity disorder (AD/HD) 
traits. Students from the United States were more 
likely to be identified as having AD/HD symptoms 
than Pakistani students. Methods of responding to 
such children in the classroom included similar 
responses and also some reactions which were 
unique to each culture. Ideas concerning causes for 
the behavior patterns were also given. Educators 
from both cultures cited multiple and similar rea- 
sons for AD/HD, with parenting practices being a 
recurring theme. Results of the study suggest envi- 
ronmental factors which may be contributing to the 
severity of attention deficit disorders. The paper 
concludes with a discussion of future research 
needs.

of curricula materials to address the needs of 
diverse learners, or collaborative strategies to pro- 
mote dialogue among parents, students, and other 
educators. The paper closes by emphasizing the 
need for IHEs to combine regular and special edu- 
cation teacher programs and reform their curricu- 
lum to graduate teachers fully prepared to teach 
culturally and ethnically diverse students in the 21st 
century.

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Identifiers—*Louisiana 
This paper discusses the outcomes of a longitudi- 

nal study that investigated whether significant 
change has occurred in the number of Louisiana 
students in general education, resource, and separa- 
tion placements from 1990 to 1999; whether signifi- 
cant differences in placement by age category have 
continued; and which school systems show a ten- 
dency toward more or less inclusion of students and 
how they compare on identified variables. Student 
demographic data for the study were generated 
from a statewide student database, using the federal 
reporting data of December | for comparison. The 
study was limited to school-aged students. Results 
from the study indicate no dramatic shifts in place- 
ment trends in Louisiana over the ten-year period. A 
comparison of the average percent of students in the 
three placement over the last four years to the previ- 
ous six showed no real change in general education 
placements and an approximate 5 percent decrease 
in separate special education class placements with 
a subsequent 5 percent increase in resource special 
education class placements. This indicates there has 
been change, albeit in smaller increments than pre- 
sumed or desired and not in all areas. Also, the ten- 
dency to increase separate placement as the 
students age continues to be clearly evident. (Con- 
tains 12 references.)

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This paper discusses the under-identification of 
Asian-origin students with disabilities and strate- 
gies for developing an educational environment 
sensitive to and supportive of the educational rights 
of all students with disabilities as guaranteed under 
the Individuals with Disabilities Education Act. It 
begins by discussing the unique problems of Asian 
children with disabilities, including language barri- 
ers, the lack of bilingual education programs, and 
barriers to parental participation. The relevant cul- 
tural values prevalent in many Asian countries are 
also explored, including the role of status in rela- 
tionships, reserve and privacy, the taboo against 
complaining, and the stigma of going to court. To 
assure that Asian children receive a free appropriate 
public education (FAPE), school personnel are 
urged to make a sincere effort to extend FAPE to all 
children by learning the cultures from which their 
students come and how people of another culture 
perceive, think, act, and react. Asian special educa- 
tors are urged to become activists on behalf of 
Asian children with disabilities, to make them- 
selves known and available to schools in our com- 
munities, and to facilitate communication as 
translators or interpreters between schools and the 
Asian families. (CR) 
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This study evaluated the effects of using the 
Edmark Reading Program, Level 1, to develop 
sight-word vocabulary in first graders at risk for 
reading failure. This program is a highly structured 
approach based on providing explicit, direct 
instruction that is intensive, focused, and not of 
brief duration. The 62 students receiving the inter- 
vention attended three schools with high numbers 
of economically disadvantaged students in rural 
Louisiana and were selected as being in the 20-30 
percent of students most at risk for reading disabili- 
ties. Half of the students received 15 minutes per 
day of one-on-one tutoring using the Edmark pro- 
gram by volunteer college students. Control group 
students were read to aloud in small groups for an 
equal amount of time. The study found that one-on- 
one tutoring using the Edmark Reading Program 
was successful in increasing the sight word vocabu- 
lary and comprehension skills of the students.

This brief paper summarizes the current litera- 

ture concerning youth aggression and violence 
especially risk, resilience, and prevention. It sum- 
marizes risk factors for aggression and violence 
including child characteristics (e.g., hyperactivity, 
risk-taking, emotional disturbance), home condi- 
tions (e.g., harsh and ineffective parental discipline, 
child abuse and/or neglect), and school community 
influences (e.g., low school involvement and aca- 
demic and social failure). It notes that many stu- 
dents exposed to risk factors do not display 
aggressive or violent behaviors and identifies some 
protective factors explaining this resilience such as 
positive personal attitudes, a close attachment to at 
least one family member, and a supportive school 
and community environment. Evidence supporting 
integrative, proactive approaches to preventing 
youth aggression and violence is offered, especially 
the teaching of academic and social skills necessary 
for success in school and life.

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This brief paper summarizes warning signs of 

learning disabilities in preschool children, elemen- 
tary school children, and secondary school chil- 
dren.

For preschool children 
warning signs are listed in the areas of language 
(e.g., difficulty learning new words), motor skills

children, warning signs are listed for language/ 
mathematics (consistent reading and spelling 
errors), motor skills (poor coordination), attention/ 
organization (difficulty finishing work on time), 
and social behavior (apparent lack of “common 
sense”). And for secondary school children, warn- 
ing signs are listed for the areas of language/mathe- 
matics/social studies (avoidance of reading and 
writing), attention/organization (difficulty staying 
organized), and social behavior (difficulty accept- 
ing criticism).

This brief paper summarizes principles of the 

Individual Family Service Plan (IFSP) as required 

under the Individuals with Disabilities Education 

Act, Part C. It lists five ways in which the IFSP dif- 

fers from the Individualized Education Plan includ- 

ing the centrality of the family. Steps that lead to 

effective IFSPs are identified. These include: (1) 

identify family concerns, priorities, and resources;

In the whole language group, stu- 
dents spoke, listened, and wrote to one another 
about topics of their own choice and read about top- 
ics of interest to them. All subjects were posttested 
on a listening comprehension test of the Test of 
English as a Foreign Language.

His unwavering belief in the 
desire and ability of Christian faculty to infuse their 
disciplines with their Christian faith did not foresee 
the eventual transition to a faculty whose personal 
faith systems were not orthodox or urgent. To this 
end, his agency in secularization was a combination 
of intentionality, inadvertence, and inevitability. 
His original intention of making the university rep- 
resentative of a Christianity more “true” than the 
traditional belief system through liberal practices, 
was succeeded by a period of the inadvertent allow- 
ance of secular ideas. The eventual dominance of 
the secular troubled Angell later in life as he called 
again for a strong, liberal, Christian influence in the 
university.

tutions in Canada—66 university libraries and 168 

college libraries—were asked to respond to a sur- 

vey of library services for off campus users.

A survey was 
conducted at the four branches of the Geauga 
County Public Library System (Geauga County, 
Ohio) with a random sample of adult patrons. Of the 
274 surveys distributed to patrons who were check- 
ing out audiobooks during the designated two-week 
period, 225 (82%) were completed and returned. 
Findings indicated that the unabridged format was 
favored by over half of the participants, while the 
abridged format was favored by only 13%. In addi- 
tion, over 75% of the patrons said that they would 
like to see more unabridged audiobooks in the 
library collection. Thirty-five percent favored more 
abridged selections. Of the 225 participants, 65% 
were female and 32% were male. The majority of 
respondents fell inside the age range of 36 to 54 
years old.

Both groups frequently 
use the Internet, and the automated catalog is 
accessed the most within the confines of the library 
building. Each group found both display screens 
easy to read and comprehend; however, an over- 
whelming majority favored the graphical/Web- 
based version of the online library catalog. Tradi- 
tional students were equally divided as to their will- 
ingness to take a formal class on automated library 
catalogs, and nontraditional students tend to favor 
this type of introduction to accessing and using 
library resources.

This, in turn, produced good results in math- 
ematics, and greatly improved the students’ reading 
comprehension scores. Their general experience as 
educators had convinced them that unsuccessful 
students are held back by behavior patterns which 
inhibit learning. In their program, they addressed 
the behavior patterns of students in various ways. 
For example, to increase the students’ attention 
spans, they administered time-pressured quizzes.

The 
Cohort Leadership Learning Model is based on the 
belief that leadership of an urban community col- 
lege requires a specific knowledge base emphasiz- 
ing the following: the urban environment; the 
organizational culture and structure of learning- 
centered institutions; and the unique cultural and 
cognitive characteristics of urban learners. The 
annual Leadership Institute prepares the student to 
function effectively in the cohort and provides 
direction for completing the requirements of the 
program of study.

This report describes Truckee Meadows Commu- 
nity College's (Nevada) environmental scanning 
process and results. The college decided that envi- 
ronmental scanning and forecasting techniques 
should be used to plan for both short-term and long- 
term external factors that impact programs, enroll- 
ment, and budgets. Strategic goals include: (1) 
keeping pace with changing technologies; (2) initi- 
ating strategic alliances with business and industry 
and expanding community partnerships; (3) 
increasing diversity; (4) enhancing outreach efforts; 
(5) providing lifelong learning to the community; 
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and (6) assessing instructional effectiveness and 
Student satisfaction. Trained scanners selected 
seven taxonomy areas most relevant to the college's 
service area: education; demographics; gaming; 
labor force and the economy; political; social & lif- 
estyles; and technology. Teams were created to 
work on each area. One of the trends highlighted by 
the Education Team is that communication technol- 
ogy and distance learning will require community 
colleges to make changes in access to learning and 
content of teaching. The Technology Team reported 
that distant education on-demand from virtual 
schools will play a major role in Nevada's educa- 
tion. And the Gaming Team found that gaming 
interests will continue to be the most powerful eco- 
nomic force in the community, continuing to gener- 
ate the largest number of jobs. These teams 
contribute greatly to the planning process and help 
provide the college with direction.

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Research on persistence to degree suggests that 

students’ satisfaction with their institution is a good 
predictor of successfully completing a baccalaure- 
ate degree. This study examines the direct and indi- 
rect personal and institutional factors that influence 
community college transfer students’ satisfaction 
with their baccalaureate institutions and, ulti- 
mately, their persistence to degree. Significant pre- 
dictors in this study were transfer process, financial 
aid, and social integration. Results indicated that 
major issues affecting student satisfaction with the 
baccalaureate institution and persistence to degree 
include: (1) institutional influences at both the com- 
munity college and baccalaureate institution; (2) 
student expectation of what is involved at both the 
community college and baccalaureate institution; 
(3) student expectations of what is involved in the 
transfer process; (4) student experiences in the exe- 
cution of the transfer process; (5) student educa- 
tional and career goals; and (6) factors affecting 
academic performance and time to degree. The 
author suggests that, as the acceptance of commu- 
nity college transfer students as equal partners in 
the higher education community increases, 
researchers and institutions should take the oppor- 
tunity to assess student satisfaction and develop 
models of student persistence.

people in Adult Education (AE) programs. To 

understand both the attraction and shortcomings of 
the AE computer classes that the author observed, 
she identifies what she perceives as the program's 
minimum benefits. She also discusses how the pro- 
gram's conceptualization as “retirement learning” 
may have resulted in conditions that dissatisfied 
some students. Over the course of ten weeks, she 
observed five computer classes at a highly regarded 
adult education program that was part of a commu- 
nity college and had students complete a question- 
naire. The classes seem to provide entry-level 
education that would be adequate for most per- 
sonal-use students, while serving as a first step for 
those who needed better training to enter more 
advanced, mixed-age computer classes in public or 
private venues.

In spite of pro- 
gram limitations, students perceived that the classes 
offered benefits, such as peer environment, student- 
centered instruction, and basic orientation to cyber- 
culture.

Next, how funding from 
the Office of Special Education Programs can be 
accessed for programs including children with dis- 
abilities is discussed, noting that funding can go 
farther when regular preschool programs are inclu- 
sive.

eotape presents a satellite town meeting hosted by 

Secretary of Education, Richard Riley. The 60- 

minute video first notes the consensus in support of 

education, specifically higher standards, reasonable 
assessment, well-trained teachers, parent involve- 
ment, and a quality educational environment. The 
guest panelists then respond to a moderator's ques- 
tions. In addition to Secretary Riley, guests on the 
panel are: a counselor to Secretary Riley; a repre- 
sentative of the Education Foundation; superinten- 
dent of public schools for Newport News, Virginia; 
executive director of the Frankfort Group Ministry; 
and the Chattanooga, Tennessee school district par- 
ent involvement coordinator, all of whom were also 
involved in an educational partnership. Questions

Noting that injuries are the leading cause of child 
death in all the world’s more developed countries, 
this report is the second in a series of “Innocenti 
Report Cards” designed to monitor the performance 
of industrialized nations in meeting the needs of 
their children. The report focuses on child death by 
injury in the member countries of the OECD 
(Organisation for Economic Co-operation and 
Development). A standardized league table is pre- 
sented, ranking 26 nations according to their injury 
death rates for children age | to 14 years. The report 
notes that Sweden, the United Kingdom, Italy, and 
the Netherlands report the lowest injury death rates, 
below 7 per 100,000. The United States and Portu- 
gal report child injury deaths over twice the level of 
the leading countries, and South Korea has a rate 
four times higher. Overall, the likelihood of a child 
dying from injury has been falling steadily in recent 
years, with national variations in rate of decline. 
There is a clear relationship between child injury 
death and national wealth, although the relationship 
is far from fixed. Although most countries lack data, 
it is suggested that the risk of child injury death 
rises steeply with poverty. The likelihood of child 
injury or death is also associated with single parent- 
hood, low maternal education, low maternal age at 
the child's birth, poor housing, large family size, 
and parental drug abuse. Child's gender and ethnic 
group is also related to injury death rates. The 
report concludes by asserting that overall, there is a 
lack of adequate data and research into exactly 
which children are most at risk, thus leaving pre- 
vention public policy efforts under-informed.

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Building a strong but flexible identity and learn- 
ing to deal with diversity are two main educational 
goals for early childhood education. Because iden- 
tity is replacing the older concept of race and is 
serving as the basis for a new form of segregation, it 
is necessary to redefine the terms “identity” and 
“cultural identity.” Identity involves processes in 
continual flux, resulting in images of identity at a 
particular moment. Many children are able to deal 
with various identities, each with its own value sys- 
tem and own language. It is a mistake to confine 
identity to membership in a number of subcultures; 
rather, personal, communal, and universal elements 
fuse to form a unique identity. The concept of iden- 
tity becomes dangerous when groups place one part 
of their identify so high in a hierarchy that other 
aspects are neglected. The Eriksonian concept of 
identity needs to be adapted to current society to 
help children build a personal, multiple self-image 
and sense of belonging to multiple groups. Early 
childhood educators can help children negotiate 
between different reference groups, because child 
care settings are where children are confronted— 
probably for the first time— with society's diversity 
and complexity.

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An April 2000 telephone survey queried a nation- 
wide sample of 1,000 adults, including 283 parents 
of children ages 5 to 17 years, concerning school 
violence and other issues in the news. The vast 
majority of those surveyed said they believe it is the 
responsibility of parents to ensure that school 
shootings, such as occurred at Columbine High 
School, are not repeated. Approximately 70 per- 
cent of parents said that the Columbine violence has 
had some impact on their feelings about the safety 
of their children at school. Eighty-five percent of 
adults placed the responsibility for preventing 
future school violence incidents in the hands of par- 
ents. Attitudes on gun control remained unchanged 
from a year earlier, with 66 percent saying that con- 
trolling gun ownership was more important than 
protecting Americans’ rights to own guns. Gender 
and political party differences remain. The majority 
indicated that more jobs and community programs 
for young people would reduce violent crime and 
that it is more important to enforce existing gun 
laws than to enact new statutes. Sixty percent said 
they believe that paying more attention to children 
with antisocial attitudes would be more effective 
than increasing school security, passing stricter gun 
control laws, or reducing violence in popular enter- 
tainment. Parents are split on what they think is the 
main reason youth commit violent acts, with about 
one-third each stating that parental upbringing or 
media violence is at fault. (A tabulation of survey 
responses for each question is attached.)

Participating in the study were five stu- 
dents who were repeating the fifth grade, three boys 
and two girls, with varied SES and ethnic back- 
grounds. Data were collected through student inter- 
views, parent surveys, examination of information 
in student records, and classroom observations. Par- 
ent surveys were also sent to parents of the nonre- 
tained students in the class. Profiles were derived 
for each student, including scores on standardized 
achievement tests. Findings indicated that parents 
of three of the five retained students thought that 
another year in fifth grade would help their child be 
ready for middle school. Almost all parents in both 
groups thought their children had high self-esteem 
and had friends in class. Some of the parents of 
retained students believed their children were not 
doing as well in school as they had been and did not 
have positive attitudes toward school in general.

Students’ responses to retention varied greatly, as 
did their feelings about school. Factors other than 
retention could have influenced students’ attitudes. 
Students and parents generally responded in the 
same ways regarding school progress and attitudes.

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This report to the United Nations (U.N.) Com- 
mittee on the Rights of the Child contains observa- 
tions of the World Organisation against Torture 
(OMCT) concerning the application of the Conven- 
tion on the Rights of the Child by Burundi. The 
report is presented in seven parts. Part 1 outlines 
preliminary observations regarding Burundi's ratifi- 
cation of the Convention, noting that the govern- 
ment omitted important information in their report 
to the Committee on the Convention on the Rights 
of the Child. Part 2 presents general observations on 
the situation of children in Burundi, asserting that 
torture seems to be a systematic practice within the 
country, with evidence for violations of children’s 
rights by rebel forces, the police and armed forces, 
and by family members. Part 3 of the report pro- 
vides definitions of “child.” Part 4 details protec- 
tions against torture and other cruel, inhuman, or 
degrading treatment or punishment, including the 
definition of torture in international law and 
Burundi's legal framework. Part 5 concerns children 
in conflict with the law, presenting information on 
the age of penal responsibility, policy custody, and 
procedures related to the death penalty, life impris- 
onment, children's complaints, independence of the 
judiciary, validity of confessions obtained under 
torture, detention with adults, and medical exami- 
nations during detention. Part 6 of the report notes 
concern with ethnic tensions in Burundi between 
the Hutu and Tutsi, and describes refugee camp and 
regroupment sites. Following OMTC conclusions, 
the report presents a summary of observations and 
recommendations by the U.N. Committee on the 
Rights of the Child—Burundi, in the following 
areas: positive aspects, factors and difficulties 
impeding the implementation of the Convention, 
principal subjects of concern, and suggestions and 
recommendations.

From 1990 to 2000, a qualitative study of the 

implementation of the Kentucky Education Reform 

Act (KERA) was conducted in four small rural 

school districts in Kentucky. KERA reflects key 

components of what would later be termed “sys- 
temic reform”: a unifying set of goals that all stu- 
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dents must attain, a coherent system of instructional 
guidance, and a restructured governance system.

Two models for using information and communi- 

cation technologies to teach physics to students in 
remote areas of Canada and Russia are described. In 
Canada, an intranet electronically links schools ina 
Newfoundland school district to the Memorial Uni- 
versity of Newfoundland. Advanced placement 
physics is delivered via the Internet. Newfoundland 
has a high satellite dish rate per capita in a relatively 
small area, so synchronous, real-time networking is 
a high priority. In Russia, open distributed learning 
has been developed between Moscow State Univer- 
sity and schools in Russia and other countries of the 
former Soviet Union. The ultimate aim is to provide 
access to universities and other academic institu- 
tions for more people throughout these countries 
through the development of a network “teaching 
auditorium.”

The application of information and communica- 

tion technologies to education can extend small 

schools by linking them to many other institutions 
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and making them, in effect, large schools. It is 
becoming increasingly difficult to define a school's 
size in terms of the number of students who attend it 
in person. The definition of whether a school is 
large or small will become the extent to which it is 
networked with other places of teaching and learn- 
ing. This new type of large school will have open 
administrative and academic structures that enable 
it to provide and receive educational material from 
other places, while a small school will have an 
administrative and academic structure that is 
largely closed to educational institutions beyond its 
own gates. As learning becomes more networked 
and institutions teach to and from one another, 
small, flexible, open learning centers will become 
more appropriate than large schools with high inter- 
nal administration needs and large bureaucracies.

This book describes a culturally responsive sci- 
ence curriculum that the author has been teaching 
for 25 years.

Every Indigenous culture has an orien- 
tation to learning that is metaphorically represented 
in its art forms, its way of community, its language, 
and its way of understanding itself in relationship to 
its natural environment.

These case studies highlight effective solu- 
tions developed within tribal communities and 
combining Western and traditional approaches to 
build upon the strengths of the respective Indian 
communities. Three types of policy initiatives are 
reflected: efforts that control the availability of 
drugs and alcohol within a tribal jurisdiction; edu- 
cational and treatment efforts; and efforts that 
reduce social and environmental risk factors for the 
individual and the community.

The average La Casita resident is 

30 years old and has 2.5 children. Latino values 

form the cornerstone of programming at La Casita, 

with familismo, a strong identification with and 
attachment to the extended family, being central. 

Other values include collectivism and reciprocity, 

lineality and “Power Distance” (social support of 

power differentials), simpatia, and present-time ori- 
entation. The La Casita program is based both on 
the traditional Social Model and _ 12-Step 
approaches to residential treatment and on Latino 
values, which are highly consistent with traditional 
chemical dependency treatment programming. 
Women are screened for parenting stress upon 
entering and identified for parenting interventions 
when appropriate. Women are assessed upon enter- 
ing the program, exiting the program, and 6 months 
and | year following exit. Approximately half the 
women who enter La Casita graduate. Parenting 
stress is the major factor in leaving. Fifty-eight 
women have graduated from the program; of these, 
80 percent were clean and sober 12 months follow- 
ing graduation. Two appendices depict percentages 
of La Casita graduates clean and sober, and ratio of 
program completers to dropouts, transfers, dis- 
charges, and those who could not reunify with their 
child. English and Spanish versions of a measure of 
individual risk and protective factors for recovering 
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Latina mothers are included. (Contains 18 refer- 
ences.)

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Protective factors were ingrained in the tradi- 
tional Nez Perce way of life. The imposition of the 
White way of life introduced alcohol, suppressed 
protective factors, and facilitated the development 
of risk factors across all domains. For the past 
decade, the tribe has obtained federal funding for a 
variety of substance abuse prevention programs. 
These programs have included cultural therapy— 
culturally specific activities designed to revive the 
traditional Nez Perce way of life and its cultural 
protective factors. Since existing evaluation instru- 
ments did not recognize the unique contribution of 
culture, an instrument was developed which cap- 
tured culture as a resource. Six areas of interest 
were delineated: spirituality; family life and tradi- 
tions; recreation and celebration; culture; educa- 
tion, jobs, and life skills; and health and medicine. 
This instrument was administered to 110 tribal 
adults in 1995, 116 tribal youths in 1997, and 135 
tribal youths in 1998. For both adults and youth, 
greater identification to Nez Perce culture (for 
youth, specifically spirituality) was related to lower 
alcohol use. Among youth, greater identification 
with spirituality was also related to lower drug use. 
Among youth, however, greater identification with 
bicultural peer associations, beliefs about educa- 
tion, and involvement in sports were related to 
higher alcohol and other drug use.

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Technological change, globalization, and local- 
ization have changed rural economies. They have 
increased labor productivity, reducing the impor- 
tance of labor costs in location decisions; decreased 
the importance of distance; increased the impor- 
tance of economies of scale; and increased the role 
of local conditions and choices in determining com- 
munity prosperity. With farm income representing 
less than 2 percent of total income nationwide, rural 
communities are less dependent on farming.

Such communi- 
ties face serious land-use issues as they become 
more suburban. On the other hand, isolated rural 
communities have stable or declining populations. 
Telecommunications infrastructure is inadequate 
and costly, yet businesses and schools are becoming 
increasingly dependent on the Internet. Tax bases 
are declining, leaving school districts and commu- 
nity services with inadequate financing. These fac- 
tors suggest that agricultural policy cannot continue 
to serve as rural policy. With current policies, the 
divergence between connected and isolated rural 
communities will continue. A new, nonagricultural 
rural policy could take advantage of decreasing 
demand for proximate labor, decreasing costs of 
distance, and increasing demand for space and the 
rural lifestyle and help rural communities contrib- 
ute to the national economy.

The Alaska 
Advisory Committee to the U.S. Commission on 
Civil Rights requested information from four large 
school districts on the identification of students for 
placement in special education classes, number of 
students served, special education staff, and com- 
plaint procedures. The districts were Anchorage 
School District, Fairbanks North Star Borough 
School District, Juneau School District, and Nome 
Public School District, which together serve 57 per- 
cent of Alaska's K-12 students. Results were mixed, 
but special education programs in Anchorage and 
Fairbanks had overrepresentations of Alaska 
Natives and American Indians. As in the Juneau 
case, cultural and linguistic differences may 
account for some of this overrepresentation. The 
Committee recommends that other school districts 
review the efforts undertaken by the Juneau School 
District to address the issue. In addition, the Com- 
mittee noted the lack of ethnic diversity in the spe- 
cial education staff of the districts studied and 
recommends the development of appropriate 
recruitment and hiring strategies.

Starting from the premise that child labor is not nec- 

essarily harmful, this paper analyzes the determi- 

nants of harmful child labor, viewed as labor that 
directly conflicts with children's human capital 
accumulation, and attempts to identify the most 

vulnerable groups. Data were drawn from a 1997 

household survey of Ghana, covering 14,514 house- 

holds. Analysis focused on children aged 9-14. The 
economic model and econometric methodology 
used are discussed. Although the vast majority of 
children in Ghana were attending school, the inci- 
dence of harmful child labor increased with age, 
ranging from 1.2 percent at age 9 to 5.9 percent at 
age 14. Rural children were over twice as likely to 
engage in harmful labor than were urban children. 
Harmful child labor was more common among girls 
than boys and among children from poor house- 
holds than those of nonpoor households. In addi- 
tion, harmful child labor was positively related to 
parent being self-employed, family ownership of 
land and livestock, and the distances to the nearest 
primary school and the nearest secondary school. 

The findings suggest that there are structural differ- 

ences in the processes underlying harmful child 

labor in Ghana across gender, across rural/urban 
location, and across poverty quintiles of house- 
holds.

Field surveys of 25 Pakistani villages were inte- 

grated with economic theory and econometric anal-

The full-information maxi- 
mum likelihood estimation of the sequential 
schooling decision model uncovers important 
dynamics of the gender gap in education, transitory 
income and wealth effects, and intrahousehold 
resource allocation patterns. The findings show that 
although school-entry rates were low in rural Paki- 
stan (64 percent for boys and 24 percent for girls), 
the educational retention rate was high, and school- 
ing progression rates became comparable between 
male and female students at higher levels of educa- 
tion. Moreover, a household's human and physical 
assets and income changes affected children’s edu- 
cational patterns significantly. These findings are 
consistent with theoretical implications of optimal 
schooling behavior under binding credit con- 
straints. Finally, serious supply-side constraints on 
female primary education suggest the importance of 
supply-side policy interventions to Pakistan's rural 
primary education. Hiring more female teachers 
and providing more primary schools for girls closer 
to villages would improve the chances of rural Paki- 
stani girls entering school and staying enrolled.

After interviewing all 
the professors of the engineering courses in the 
UFMG (Universidade Federal de Minas Gerais), it 
could be demonstrated that the proposed approach 
is feasible, and its implementation is presently 
being shaped for each course.

The SUCCEED coalition, one of the NSF Engi- 
neering Education Coalitions, was founded on a 
vision in which all engineering graduates will pos- 
sess not only highly developed technical skills, but 
also the attitudes and awareness needed to prosper 
in the contemporary workplace. This vision mani- 
fested itself within SUCCEED by the development 
of curriculum innovations for undergraduate engi- 
neering education. These innovations were intro- 
duced on an experimental basis initially at the 
member campuses with the long term intention of 
subsequently exporting successful ones beyond the 
coalition membership. This paper presents findings 
from a qualitative evaluation of the first five years 
of operation of the SUCCEED coalition. During 
this time, SUCCEED was engaged in start-up activ- 
ities and experimentation with various approaches 
to curricular reform. During the first five years, the 
coalition’s primary goal was to implement, evalu- 
ate, and disseminate Curriculum 21, which was not 
a prescribed sequence of courses but a statement of 
principles for undergraduate education. Among 
these principles were the integration of engineering 
with other subjects, the enhancement of perfor- 
mance skills, the infusion of engineering practice 
into coursework, the provision of multidisciplinary 
team experiences, and the incorporation of informa- 
tion and communications technology into the class- 
room. Along with curriculum reform, SUCCEED 
was also committed to three other goals: adopting 
Total Quality Management principles on a coali- 
tion-wide basis; increasing retention rates, espe- 
cially among women and_ students from 
underrepresented minority groups; and promoting 
outreach to secondary schools and community col- 
leges. This paper reflects the findings of an ongoing 
evaluation of the first through fifth years of the coa- 
lition's existence. In it, we show that SUCCEED 
made substantial, but incomplete progress toward 
the accomplishment of its goals. Much progress 
was made toward curriculum reform especially in 
the areas of increased access to technology, early 
exposure to engineering, horizontal integration of 
coursework, vertical integration, and real-world 
work skills. Questions remain as to whether these 
successful programs can be institutionalized and 
exported to other campuses.

At the same time, there are 
concerns that the introduction of so many new top- 
ics in electrical engineering may reduce the contrast 
with other disciplines and definition of electrical 
engineering degrees. All this makes it essential to 
redefine the major required courses that are consid- 
ered as the foundation for an undergraduate electri- 
cal engineering degree. While changes in electrical 
engineering are being introduced, they raise con- 
cerns about the limits beyond which the changes 
lead to the complete loss of the original objective.

In this connection the integrating effects 
of the Telemark Model might represent a powerful 
tool even in generating a cashflow into the system. 
The study shows that there are differences between 
the departments, and that project work does inte- 
grate knowledge and practice. But even if a large 
portion of the projects are carried out in cooperation 
with external partners, the economic impact on the 
College must be labeled “insignificant” so far. A 
possible conclusion is that the Telemark Model may 
represent large and so far almost unused resources 
for income generation. This can be changed by 
reducing the ambition of having Main Projects at 
the traditional “high academic level” and instead, 
take advantage of the integrating effects of the 
Model. It is then thinkable that a redefinition or 
extension of what “high academic level” really 
means will be necessary to stimulate the revenues to 
pour into the School. Maybe the ability to integrate 
many elements into a project report and presenta- 
tion within a specified time may represent one solu- 
tion to that problem?

This publication presents three papers from a 
1999 conference on criminal justice research and 
evaluation. The papers reveal real-life implications 
of research for a situation of growing urgency. 
Research has uncovered a link between the victim- 
ization of women and their criminal behavior. The 
papers propose that justice system practice can be 
enhanced if policymakers and the practitioners who 
operationalize their decisions redefine justice to 
take this special condition into account. The first 
paper, “Exploring the Link between Violence 
against Women and Women’s Involvement in Illegal 
Activity” (Beth E. Ritchie), discusses the extent of 
the problem (domestic violence, sexual assault, and 
patterns of violence); women involved in illegal 
activity; women in the criminal justice system; and 
public policy and programmatic recommendations. 
The second paper, “One Judicial Perspective on the 
Sex Trade” (Kay Tsenin), discusses judicial 
approaches, the sex worker (victim and survivor), 
courts and the communities they serve, interven- 
tions, and future needs. The third paper, “Childhood 
Victimization and the Derailment of Girls and 
Women to the Criminal Justice System” (Cathy 
Spatz Widom), discusses the role of childhood vic- 
timization in the development of criminal behavior, 
mechanisms in derailment, and the female criminal 
(opportunities for intervention). (SM)

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This paper uses data from the National Longitu- 
dinal Survey of Youth (NLSY) to investigate the 
effects of early motherhood on the academic and 
behavioral outcomes of these mothers’ children. 
The NLSY follows 12,686 young people who were 
age 14-21 years in 1979 with annual or biannual 
interviews. African Americans, Hispanic Ameri- 
cans, and poor whites are over-sampled. Children 
born to female respondents began being tracked in 
1986, with biannual interviews of parents and chil- 
dren and assessments of psychometric and behav- 
ioral factors. Beginning in 1994, children over age 
the of 13 completed separate interviews exploring 
sexual behavior, substance abuse, pregnancy, 
school test scores, school completion, and criminal 
behavior. Data analysis indicated that compared 
with other children and young adults in the NLSY 
sample, children of teen mothers were more likely 
to score poorly on tests, be retained in school, ini- 
tiate early sexual activity, and display problem 
behaviors such as truancy and fighting. There was 
no zero-order correlation between timing of first 
birth and child's use of tobacco or marijuana. For 
behaviors like fighting, truancy, early sexual activ- 
ity, and other problem behaviors among adolescent 
and young adult offspring, maternal age-at-first- 
birth was an important risk factor. (Contains 19 ref- 
erences.)

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Violence, Wages, Youth Programs 
This publication summarizes challenges and 

emerging issues that cities face as they respond to 
the needs of children and families. Data come from 
in-depth interviews with officials from 28 cities that 
participate in the National League of Cities’ Munic- 
ipalities in Transition Project, a high-level research 
effort drawing on information and experiences from 
a diverse group of cities nationwide. Interviews 
focused on: critical issues and challenges related to 
young people and their families; underlying factors 
that brought these issues to the fore; how the city is 
responding; what is working; what is making work 
harder; and in what areas the city would do more if 
it had appropriate knowledge and resources. Key 
findings include: cities are redefining their relation- 
ships with schools to help address concerns about 
school improvement and academic achievement; 
city leaders are worried about violence by and 
against youth, and they see greater investment in 
positive youth development as an important way to 
reduce violence; the effects of underemployment 
and lagging wages experienced by low-skilled 
workers in the new economy are intensifying prob- 
lems facing children and families; and most cities 
are highly involved in collaborative strategies to 
address child and family issues. (SM) 
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Identifiers—Psychosocial Factors 
The Center for Children and Technology is inves- 

tigating issues of gender and diversity in how stu- 

dents, particularly girls, engage with technology. It 
studies how people construct meaning in relation to 
different technological environments, examining 
social and cultural barriers affecting people's 
engagement with technology. It also investigates 
technological environments that engage diverse 
learners. It finds that the gender problem is highly 
overdetermined, particularly regarding technology. 
It is important to engage both boys and girls with 
technology, incorporating multiple perspectives 
and varying themes. In education, this means iden- 
tifying alternative pathways that invite students to 
engage in different kinds of relationships to tech- 
nology. One telementoring program links high 
school girls to female professionals in science and 
technology fields for ongoing advice and support. 

This program includes facilitated group discussions 

with online scenarios in which participants respond 

to hypothetical situations relevant to their own 
lives. Researchers must use a_ constructivist 


approach to understanding, with diverse learners 
invited into flexible technological environments 
that do not restrict parameters for engagement to 
predetermined sets of metaphors, images, sto- 
rylines, or pathways. (SM) 
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This study examines the status of former welfare 

recipients in the District of Columbia (DC), high- 
lighting families who left Temporary Assistance for 
Needy Families (TANF) in the last quarter of 1997 
and of 1998. Researchers used data from the DC 
Department of Human Services and interviews with 
people who left in 1998. Between 1997-99, DC's 
cash assistance caseload fell by 23.8 percent. Over 
60 percent of families who left TANF were working 
when interviewed. Typical working TANF leavers 
worked 40 hours per week, earning over $8 per 
hour. Only 31.7 percent of employed leavers had 
health insurance through work. Overall, 21.6 per- 
cent of all adult leavers and 19.3 percent of their 
children were uninsured. The most common source 
of child care for working leavers was school. Friend 
and relative care was also common. Among jobless 
leavers, 23.6 percent could not afford child care at 
some time after leaving. About one in eight consid- 
ered lack of child care a major reason for jobless- 
ness. Only | in 20 employed leavers reported 
receiving help paying child care from the welfare 
office. Jobless leavers generally relied on public 
assistance. Most families leaving TANF stayed off. 
In terms of material hardship, leavers were neither 
better nor worse off than while on TANF, though 
absolute levels of hardships remained relatively 
high. Two appendixes contain survey information 
and supplemental administrative data on DC TANF 
leavers.

Beginning with the class of 2003, all Massachu- 

setts students must pass the state's high stakes test, 

MCAS, in order to graduate, which may signifi- 

cantly affect Massachusetts’ already high dropout 

rate. According to this MCAS Alert, instead of rem- 
edying the problem of students who graduate with- 
out skills, this policy threatens to push the most 
vulnerable students out of school. Higher dropout 
rates are predictable consequences of high stakes 
testing. Currently, African American, Hispanic, and 
urban students are dramatically over-represented 
among dropouts. Faced with failing MCAS scores, 
many good students begin to doubt their academic 
ability and ability to graduate. Research indicates 
that high stakes testing can actually undermine stu- 
dent motivation. Student interviews suggest that 
MCAS is as likely to drive them away from school 
as to motivate them. Despite foreseeable increases 
in dropout rates, the Massachusetts DOE has not 
taken any steps to anticipate, monitor, and address 
the impact of MCAS on dropout problems. The 
state should immediately: suspend the policy of 
linking MCAS scores to graduation; renew its com- 
mitment to dropout prevention; and begin working 
with local districts and professional associations to 
design a multifaceted assessment system to 
improve learning for all students.

Identifiers—Profit Making Schools 

This paper compares voucher and tax credit pro- 
grams on how well they manifest the necessary con- 
ditions for market education and allow all families 
to participate in that market. Voucher programs 
include targeted and universal programs. The tax 
credit proposal is a nonrefundable, education credit 
composed of: a parental choice credit for taxpayers 
with dependent school age children and a scholar- 
ship component to allow businesses and individuals 
to write off donations made to scholarship-granting 
organizations. Conditions necessary for operating 
an effective education market are: parental choice; 
direct parental financial responsibility; freedom for 
educators; competition among educators; the profit 
motive for educators; and universal access. Tax 
credits are more effective at implementing free- 
doms and incentives necessary for effective opera- 
tion of the market, offering greater resistance to 
new regulation, decreasing the risk of fraud and cor- 
ruption, and avoiding problems arising from state 
funding of religious schools. They also have some 
weaknesses, which make them difficult to imple- 
ment in certain states. Universal voucher programs 
effectively guarantee funding to all needy families 
but dramatically increase the risk of government 
intervention. Targeted voucher programs provide 
funding to the poorest families but would leave 
middle- and upper-income families with strong 
financial disincentives to choose private schools.

Considerable research has been done on the rela- 

tionship between Aid to Families with Dependent 

Children (AFDC) benefits and family structure. 

Evidence based on cross-state variation in welfare 

benefits and family structure indicates some non- 

zero effect of those benefits on marriage and fertil- 
ity. It shows that time-series trends in family 
structure are not correlated in the direction sug- 
gested by cross-state evidence because real benefits 
have been falling, even relative to wages, in aggre- 
gate time series. This paper uses data from the 
1968-96 March Current Population Survey to reex- 
amine the time-series evidence, examining the role 
of wages in explaining trends in headship. Control- 
ling for both male and female wages, welfare bene- 
fits have a slight positive affect on female headship 
even in time series. Results demonstrate the impor- 
tance of labor market factors in explaining trends in 
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female headship. The addition of female wages to a 
time-series headship equation reverses the sign on 
the AFDC benefit from negative to positive and 
makes them more positive.

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This paper asserts that a campaign of “distortions 

and lies” about educational vouchers is being con- 

ducted by opponents of expanded educational 

options for low-income parents. It suggests that

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This report tests the hypothesis that strong child 
support collection is associated with lower welfare 
caseloads. It uses annual state panel data from 
1980-96 to replicate previous models and incorpo- 
rate the effects of child support.

ipation. It addresses the uniqueness of immigrants 

using descriptive and multivariate analyses by con- 

structing a measure of wealth age that considers 

immigrants’ length of residence in America and by 

considering migration and adoption history and 

immigrant-native differences in factors sorting 
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wealth accumulation. Descriptive analysis show 
greater difference in wealth distribution, zero and 
negative wealth holdings, wealth components, and 
age-wealth profiles by race/ethnicity than by immi- 
grant status. Age-wealth profiles are steeper for 
immigrants than for the native born when using 
wealth age. The multivariate analysis uses a frame- 
work integrating life cycle theory, status attainment 
theory, human capital theory, and theories related to 
social contexts. Results show a positive effect of 
immigrant status on wealth accumulation, rather 
than the impairing effects of racial/ethnic minori- 
ties. Migration and adaptation history are factors in 
wealth accumulation. Significant structural differ- 
ences exist between immigrants and natives (a 
lesser role of education and spatial segregation in 
wealth accumulation for immigrants) and between 
whites and minorities (a greater role of education 
for minorities).

This article describes how the Los Angeles 
Accelerated Schools Center (LAASC) expanded 
the original role of the accelerated schools coach to 
enhance the effectiveness of parallel reform efforts. 
Two such efforts are the Design for Excellence 
Linking Teaching and Achievement (DELTA) col- 
laborative and the Los Angeles Annenberg Metro- 
politan Project (LAAMP). Essential to both is 
increasing student achievement by transforming 
learning environments and teacher preparation. The 
California State University, Los Angeles, Charter 
School of Education is the only school of education 
to parallel the process being implemented by K-12 
accelerated schools. It is the first to infuse the 
Accelerated Schools Project model into the trans- 
formation of teacher preparation to meet current 
school demands. This article presents a history of 
the LAASC and Charter School of Education and 
their partnerships with LAAMP and DELTA. It 
describes the DELTA university coach as an expan- 
sion of the traditional accelerated schools coaching 
model, presenting research on the effectiveness of 
the university coaching component in order to 
strengthen and refine the coaching model currently 
being implemented by university faculty working 
with transforming schools. Lessons learned 
throughout this process are noted, examining how 
they are impacting educator preparation at the 
Charter School of Education.

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This book presents the stories of six low-income, 
ethnic minority parents who chose to use educa- 
tional vouchers after coming to the conclusion that 
their children's public schools were not the right 
educational settings for them.

Submitting Documents to ERIC 


What Kinds of Documents to Send ERIC 


ERIC would like to be given the opportunity to examine virtually any 
document dealing with education or its aspects. The ERIC audience is so 
broad (encompassing teachers, administrators, supervisors, librarians, 
researchers, media specialists, counselors, and every other type of 
educator, as well as students and parents) that it must collect a wide 
variety of documentation in order to satisfy its users. Examples of the 
kinds of education-related materials collected are the following:

ERIC also accepts non-print materials (such as films, audiotapes, 
videotapes, CD-ROMs, databases, etc.), referring users to the original 
publishers/distributors for availability. | However, if such material 
accompanies a printed text, ERIC may process the printed text, as well 
as referring the user to the publisher for the accompanying non-print 
components. 


A document does not have to be formally published to be entered into 
the ERIC database. In fact, ERIC seeks out the unpublished or "fugitive" 
material not usually available through conventional library channels. 





Selection Criteria Employed by ERIC 


e QUALITY OF CONTENT 

All documents received are evaluated by subject experts against the 
following kinds of quality criteria: contribution to knowledge, significance, 
relevance, newness, innovativeness, effectiveness of presentation, 
thoroughness of reporting, relation to current priorities, timeliness, 
authority of source, intended audience, and comprehensiveness. 


e LEGIBILITY AND REPRODUCIBILITY 

Documents may be composed, typewritten, xeroxed, or otherwise 
duplicated. They must be legible and easily readable. Letters should be 
clearly formed and with sufficient contrast to the paper background to 
permit filming. Colored inks and colored papers can create serious 
reproduction problems. Standard 8" x 11" size pages are preferred. 


Two copies are desired, if possible: one for processing into the system 
and eventual filming, the other for retention and possible use by the 
appropriate Clearinghouse while processing is going on. However, single 
copies are acceptable. 


e REPRODUCTION RELEASE 

For each document submitted, ERIC requires a formal signed 
Reproduction Release form indicating whether or not ERIC may 
reproduce the document. A copy of the release form appears as a 
separate page in each issue of ERIC's abstract journal "Resources in 
Education” (RIE) and is also available via the ERIC Facility’s web site: 
http:/www.ericfacility.org. Additional release forms may be copied as 
needed or can be obtained from the ERIC Facility or any ERIC 
Clearinghouse. Items for which releases are not granted, or other non- 
reproducible items, will be considered for announcement only if they are 
noteworthy education documents available from a clearly identified 
source, and only if this information accompanies the document in some 
form. 


Items that are accepted, and for which permission to reproduce has 
been granted, will be made available by the ERIC Document 
Reproduction Service (EDRS). 


Advantages of Having a Document in ERIC 
Contributors of documents to ERIC can benefit in the following ways: 


e ANNOUNCEMENT 
Documents accepted by ERIC are announced monthly to all 


organizations receiving the abstract journal Resources in Education 
(RIE). 


e PUBLICITY 

Organizations that wish to sell their own documents in original copies 
can have this availability (together with address and price information) 
announced to users in RIE, thus serving to publicize their product. After 
the document is sold out at the original source, it is then still available 
through EDRS, if permission to reproduce has been granted to ERIC. 
(Original copy prices, while the supply lasts, are generally less, and are 
therefore more attractive to users, than EDRS on-demand duplication 
prices). 


e DISSEMINATION 

Documents accepted by ERIC are reproduced on microfiche and 
distributed (at no cost to the contributor) to the nearly 1,000 current 
subscribers to the ERIC microfiche collection. 


e RETRIEVABILITY 

The bibliographic descriptions developed by ERIC are retrievable by 
the thousands of subscribers to the online database retrieval services 
(offered by commercial vendors such as DIALOG, OVID, and OCLC). In 
addition, there are thousands of locations offering computer searches of 
ERIC based on either compact disk (CD-ROM) systems (offered by 
DIALOG, SilverPlatter, EBSCO, and ERIC), local computer-based 
systems, or Internet sites offering free access to ERIC. 


e ALWAYS "IN PRINT" 

The presence of a master microfiche at EDRS, from which copies can 
be made on an on-demand basis, means that ERIC documents are 
constantly available and never go "out of print." Persons requesting 
copies from an original source can always be referred to ERIC. This 
archival function relieves the source of a distribution burden and solves 
the availability problem when the source's supply has been exhausted. 


In addition, submission of a document to ERIC reduces the overall 
likelihood of overlap, redundancy, and duplication of effort among users. 
It increases the probability that the results reported in the document will 
be available indefinitely and used in subsequent efforts. 


To encourage submission of documents to the system, ERIC offers to 
send contributors notice of document disposition, giving the ED 
identification number (for ordering purposes) of those documents 
selected for RIE. Additionally, ERIC will send a complimentary microfiche 
to each contributor when the document is announced in RIE. 


There are no fees to pay in submitting documents to ERIC, nor does 
ERIC pay any royalties for materials it accepts. Other than a statement 
concerning permission to reproduce, there are no forms to complete.

ERIC Bibliographic Database in Electronic Form 





The Educational Resources Information 
Center (ERIC) has been responsible, since 
its inception, for creating a bibliographic 
database covering the significant literature 
in the field of education. The document and 
book literature (announced monthly in 
Resources in Education (RIE)) has been 
covered since 1966. The journal article 
literature (announced monthly in Current 
Index to Journals in Education (CIJE)) has 
been covered since 1969. The database 
through 1999 contains 951,770 records 
(1.085 gigabytes) and has a growth rate of 
over 30,000 records (about 35 megabytes) 
annually. 


The ERIC database is available in electronic 
form to organizations for a wide variety of 
applications, including to vendors or others 
offering value-added online services or CD- 
ROM products. 


Under authorization from the U.S. 
Department of Education, the ERIC 
database is provided in electronic form by 
the ERIC Processing and Reference Facility. 
The entire backfile (1966 to present) is 
available, as well as regular updates on a 
monthly or quarterly basis, to keep the 
database current. These data are offered at 
unusually low cost to encourage the widest 
possible dissemination. 


The basic RIE and CIJE bibliographic files 
are available in the well-known “DIALOG B” 
format, as ASCII files with the data fully 
fielded and each field tagged. The individual 
variable length records include the complete 
ERIC “resume” (cataloging, indexing, and 
abstract or annotation) of each document or 
journal article announced. 


In addition to the basic bibliographic files, 
several peripheral files are also available: 


(1) Thesaurus of ERIC Descriptors (a 
controlled subject indexing vocabulary 
consisting of formally approved 
Descriptors); 


Identifier Authority List (IAL) (a 
semi-controlled list of additional subject 
content Identifiers, e.g., proper names, 
candidate Descriptors, etc.); 


Source Directory (an authority list of 
names of organizations that have 
prepared or sponsored documents 
processed by ERIC); 


ERIC Digests in Full Text (EDO). 
ERIC Digests are brief 2-3 page (about 
1500 word) documents on “hot topics”. 
The EDO file contains the full text of 
these documents appended to the 
regular ERIC bibliographic records for 
each item. 


The ERIC database files (RIE and CUE) may 
be purchased individually or together. 


Backfile orders, because of the large amount 
of data involved, are sent to the purchaser 
on either reel magnetic tape or DAT 
magnetic tape, as the purchaser prefers. 
The preferred mode of distribution for the 
monthly or quarterly updates is by FTP 
electronic transmission, directly to the 
subscriber’s computer.
